THE CAPITAL PUNISHMENT BILL. 
Dr. S. L. Lord, member of the Assembly 
(rom the ThuM District of this county, hat- 
introduced tne important and much talked 
if bill to restore capital punishment in 
Wisconsin. Inasmuch as the bill is one of 
'rave importance, and one which has IU 
strong friends and bitter enemies, we give 
below its chief provisions, that all inter­ 
ested in the subject may know what kind 
of a law the friends of capital punishmen 
will

provided, that for good cause the court or gover 
ior may prolong the time. At the expiration 
if the time so prolonged, the lodgm ent allan 
ie executed the same as 
if thai 
were tilt 
ame flxed by the judgm ent for the execution 
.hereof. 
Subdivision “B” provides that the per s o l 
to be hanged, shall be executed w ithin th* 
walls of the prison of the county, or wiibu 
a yard or enclosure adjoining the prison. 
Subdivision “C.” makes it the duty of th t 
Sheriff or his deputy, to be present at suet 
danging, and to invite the presence of th* 
J ire int Judge, the District Attorney, th* 
Jierk of the Court, two physicians, am 
twelve reputable citizens to be named by 
.ne Sheriff. The immediate relatives u 
me condemned shall also be permitted t< 
view the execution, provided they shall b< 
»ver twenty-one years of age, and non* 
jthers, not even newspaper reporters, shat 
oe permitted to witness the solemn cere' 
JI jnies and the fatal drop. 
The first section of the bill provides tim 
any person convicted of murder for pre 
jiedilaled design shall suffer death or Im 
prisonment in the penitentiary for his hat 
ural life or for a term not lees than four 
teen years, lf the accused is found guilty 
by a jury, the jury shall fix the punish 
neat, the same as in Illinois ; but it th 
jrtmlnal plead guilty, the Court shall fix 
toe penalty.

wedding fees, and even 'donation parlies,’ 
and let ministers be put, like other men, on 
living salaries ?" 
This is too sweeping. 
As to railroad 
tares and donation parties it is well 
enough ; bat the wedding fee is altogether 
a different affair and rests on a different 
basis. There is no reason why a man 
should ride tor half price simply because 
ne is a minister. If he render a service to 
the 
company 
transporting 
him, he 
deserves pay for it 
and should 
be 
rewarded 
accordingly. 
Tho 
dona­ 
tion party is an outrageous nuisance which 
should not be inflicted on an decent min­ 
ister. But the wedding fee is a fair com­ 
pensation tor a 
special service. It is a 
matter almost impossible to fix as to defi­ 
nite amount. Men pay all tho way from a 
dollar to a thousand tor gelling married.

ZA0H CHANDLEE. 


The Eulogies Delivered in the House 
of R epresentatives on tho sta lw a rt 
Menator—The Speech of Mr. W it 
llam a. 
On Wednesday, the 28th inst., tho House 
of Representatives suspended business to 
allow fitting tributes to be paid to tho late 
Senator Chandler. 
The following is the 
speech of Mr. Williams, of this city: 
Mr. Speaker, the largest tree in the forest 
sometimes breaks the stillness of the day 
by tne suddenness of its ta ll; so Zachariah 
Chandler startled a continent when he 
went down to death! Thirty-six hours 
before be died he was the guest of my own 
city. He spoke there, both in the after 
noon aud evening, each time to a large 
concourse of people. He retired at twelve 
o’clock, and rested well through the Dight. 
Many of our citizens bade him good-bye 
at the early train tor Chicago ; and little 
did they think as the cars rolled out into 
the light of that beautiful morning that it 
was the last he was ever to behold on 
earth I 
Yet so it was. for within twenty- 
one nours thereafter he was dead. 
I think only those who saw him during 
these lost hours ot his life could realize the 
suddenness of his death. Though the grim 
messenger walked beside bim, d o shadow 
tell upon his pathway. His thoughts were 
all of lift; he could scarcely have been 
dunking of the possibilities of death ; his 
every act and energy was devoted to the 
work before him ; he talked of nothing 
else, aud apparently he thought of nothing 
else. 
He was the avant courier of Republican­ 
ism. 
His voice had rung out from Maine 
to Wisconsin. He had moved the people 
bv the potency of his presence and the 
earnestness of his appeals. He believed 
that national destiny itself trembled in the 
balance, and he Imparted this belief to the 
masses wherever he went, for they knew 
that his heart was in his work, and his 
convictions were in his words. 
Amid scenes like these it could hardly 
nave been posssible that he had a thought 
of what was to come. He could scarcely 
have dreamed that while yet (the plaudits 
of thousands were ringing in his ears he 
was to meet, in the heart of that great city, 
in the dead hour of the night, in the silent 
loneliness of his room, that dread messen­ 
ger, who gave no warning, and accepted 
uo delay; yet so it was, for he awoke only 
(rom the sleep of lite lo sink back again in 
the sleep of death. 
No, Mr. Speaker, none of those who 
remember the earnest manner and pathetic 
voice with which he besought the chair­ 
man of each successive meeting to tele­ 
graph him at Detroit on the night of 
toe electiou the result of the contest, can 
realize the overmastering interest which 
oad taken possession of him. 
The news 
ae so louged to hear did flash along the 
vires, but whether it died out in the dark­ 
ness of that shoreless sea, or whether it 
peuetraied (he mystic regions of the great 
beyond, no word ever cornea back to tell 
us. 
We, who speak of Zachariah Chandler 
Here to-day must speak of him as he was, 
tor he ucvur feared to speak for himself. 
Aud his words will be cherished and re­ 
membered wueu our are lost and forgot- 
*Q. 
No 
flowers of rhetoric, no high 
wrought historic parallels, no halt drawn 
iii dogie* tor what he was or what he did 
will do for him. 
lie was a pUio, blunt m&h. He was 
combative, De was aggressive, and in wb»t 
uu believed to berline De was relentless* 
Ile vvas a luau of the peop.c, he was a 
rieud of the poo*, be loved lioerty, he 
dated oppression, he abhorred treason, aud 
ae detested hypocrisy, h e was a parti- 
-au, he was a patriot, he was a hero! 
Like (he oak he resembled, he was rear­ 
'd la storms and rocked la tempests. 
Strong and massive in body, be was strong 
r lu will; firm in principle, be was for* 
Hidable in argum ent; quick to see the 
-altern p unts of a questMu, he brought his 
ornad com mo a sense to bear upon it, aud 
uot uulr*queutly by a single sally he broke 
through aud demolished a whole balne­ 
um? of sophistry. 
Who can ever forget 
be expression of (bat face, or tne lDSlan- 
a'leous Affect upon thousands, when from 
bo rostrum be put that one question: 
lf this Is not a government, what did the reb 
el* surrender lo at Appom-tUox? I tell yoa, m r 
.rieuds, they surrendered to the Government of 
the united ti .ates of America I 
Or when, on that memorable night, in 
(ne Senate of the United States he made 
that terrine oaeiaugbt which startled both 
sides of the Chamber, what member of the 
ipposition did not feel the force of what 
ae said ? lo the language of Mr. Webster, 
it was one of those outbursts of passion and 
power whicb, if they come at all, come 
like the outbreaking of a fountain from 
the earth, or the bursting forth of volcan­ 
ic fires, with spontaneous, original, native 
force I” 
This was the secret of 
Mr Chandler’s 
power. His methods were clear and prac 
ileal, his reasoning synthetic, and his at­ 
tacks spontaneous and irresistible. 
While 
others were 
examining 
the bricks and 
mortar in the structure, and carefully cal­ 
culating the resistance to be overcome, be 
selected his point of attack, and with crow­ 
bar and sledge breached the wall aud car­ 
ried the citadel by storm . 
Savauts and philosophers may style these 
methods crude and Western, but while the 
Douglas, Morton, and Chandler live the 
people will believe that they possess a na­ 
tive, innate force which all the learning of 
the schools cannot give. 
The opinion is 
often 
expressed that 
certain very good and competent men are 
holding back a politlcl millennium by their 
presisteut refusal to accept office and eat* r 
upon public Ute. Somebody has ungraci­ 
ously said of such, that they were made of 
two parts of selfishness and two of tim ­ 
idity. I know not how the tact may be, 
but if it be true, Zachariah Chandler did 
not belong to this class. 
He never took 
counsel either of his selfishness or his tears. 
He was not possessed of that happy tem ­ 
perament which enabled 
him 
to stand 
quietly by and while aggressive wrong 
was crushing out defenseless right. 4 
By the very nature of his make-up ho 
was forced to enter the arena. 
And thus 
he met all the malignity, denunciation, and 
abuse which ever come to the the earnest, 
tee faitnful aLd the true. Yet nothing 
could dissuade him. The critical might 
carp, the 
mediocre 
patronize, and the 
malign scoff and deride, but ail the pig­ 
mies of earth and sky could not stay the 
staunch old hero in the work be had mark­ 
ed out tor himself. To such a man the 
holding 01 civil office was the merest in ­ 
cident in the world; for whether la public 
or private lite be wa9 the natural defender 
of the people. 
That Mr. Chandler was intense and bit­ 
ter, that he sometimes wrongly suspected 
me motives and acts of others, is only to 
say that he belonged to the class of positive 
men; but that under it all there was a 
broad and generous sincerity and a heart 
as tender as a child’s, none who knew him 
need be told. He was, indeed, is earnest; 


but if any supposed his earnestness took on 
only the cold malignity of hate, they stud­ 
ied his character to but yery little purpose. 
I could only claim to know him as we all 
knew him here, yet I do Dot care to be told 
that be was moved by other than the lofti­ 
est and purest motives. 
Only the night but one before be died, 
in my own house, in common with others, 
I saw that firm lip quiver and those stern 
eyes moisten as he recounted the measure­ 
less wrongs which had been visited upon 
the poor freedmen of the South ; and I be­ 
lieve mortal man was never actuated by 
higher or holier motives than he when he 
swore by the God that made him that he 
would never bate one jot or title of effort 
until those monstrous wrongs should be 
righted. 
I allude to these things here in no par­ 
tisan spirit, for that should be banished 
from these hails to-day; but I speak ut 
them only to be just to him in bis grave, 
as be was just and fearless before ail (he 
world. Aud I feel sure that he could haye 
left any injunction behind, it woald nave 
been: “It you speak of me at all, in the 
language of sacred soug, speak of me ’just 
as I am .’ ” 
Burke, I think it was said that true senti­ 
ment was the logic of common sense. Such, 
I think, was the sentiment of Zach Chand­ 
ler. It was plain, practical, and direct. 
No more touching provisions can be 
found in tne wills of public men than those 
of Tnaddeua Stevens and Mr. Chandler. 
While the former made no provision for 
the care of his own grave, he set aside a 
sum aud directed that the sexton keep his 
mother’s grave in good order, and plant 
roses and other cheerful flowers al its lour 
corners every spring. 
So Mr. Chandler, with just words enough 
to express his meaning, said, in effect, to 
his wife and daughter, “ You are my only 
heirs ; as you have loved and trusted me, 
so I love and confide in you. I lay my 
fortune at yoar feet, and that you may be 
unfettered in its enjoyment and use, I re­ 
lieve it from any word coming back from 
the grave.” 
Could affection be more tender f Could 
confidence be more complete f 
Where 
shall the well-springs of the human heart 
bo better sheltered than in the wills of 
these two remarkable men ? 
Impartial history will assign Mr. Chand­ 
ler his proper place In the ranks of 
America’s public men. We cannot do that 
here to-day. It may, however, be safely 
said that if Seward, Chase, and Sumner 
might draft the plans tor the fabric of 
freedom, Wade, 'Stevens, and Chandler 
might lay its foundations and lift its walls 
to completion. Noble trio. How fieicely 
they wrought; how well they triumphed. 
The last of them now sleeps on the banks 
of the river he loved so fondly. And to­ 
day 
Wisconsin comes with her foster- 
mother, Michigan, to lay a garland upon 
his grave. He loved to toll us that the 
boundaries of nis own county of Wayne 
once embraced both our States. Represen­ 
tatives of Michigan, your loss is our loss ; 
aud over our common calamity a nation 
grieves to-day. 
We come to mingle our 
tears with yours, aud to utter the fervent 
prayer that he who sleeps so near your 
metropolis may rest in peace so long as 
that city shall stand—yea, so long as the 
waters that roll by It flow outward to the 
sea.

Ii I have im:-judged any one who is iucar» 
cerated in ti late prison tor murder I am 
sorry, bai when a man has been tried and 
convicted by twelve good men as Jurymen 
ought to be, and by their verdict is sent 
up for life, I only have 
the evidence 
given. It seems to me that this charge on 
j udge and jury is quite a serious reflection 
on their honor and candor, but I am not 
surprised at ic at all. If we go into State 
prisons and ebtam the verdict of criminals 
we shall 
generally 
Aud them finding 
fault with those who convicted them. I 
have my doubts about the safety of this 
course however. If this Duvall Is inno­ 
cent of the crime he 
has been sent 
to 
Waupun 
State 
prison 
for, 
no man knows better than he if he be in* 
Doceut of the* crime alleged, and no penalty 
can make him guilty , but tho manner of 
his wife s death was to say the least a very 
unfortunate one for him. There is one 
thicg certain, he is not in favor of capital 
punishment for murder; neither is Baum- 
garten nor Chistiansen. A life penalty in 
Waupun is tar more preferable to them. 
I had no idea that my hour's talk on that 
Sunday evening would so move the people 
of Wisconsin, in and out of prison, but I 
am not sorry.
